| $peQator. To theſe Circumſtances add the Tumbling down 
of Houſes and Edifices by the Aſſaults of Men; the Monl- 
dering away of Monuments, Churches, and Caſtles by the 
Devaſtations of Time; the Emigrations of Perſons from 
| their Seats; the Marriages and Deaths of Parties; the 
Change of Names; the Acquitition, or Alteration of Titles; 
the Alienation of Property; the Fluctuation of Trade and 
ManufaQures; the Mutability, in ſhort, of all human 
Things; and it will not appear wonderful, that ſome 
Errors are to be found in this Performance. The candid 
and intelligent Reader may rather wonder that there are ſo 
few; eſpecially, if he adverts to the numerous Obſtacles 
and Difficulties we had to encounter, and the Nature of 
aur Work, In Fact, the Hopes of finiſhing a complete and 
permanent Picture of ſuch evaneſcent Images, would be 
equally vain with painting Clouds, which while we ſurvey 
and prepare to delineate, ſhift their Forms, and before the 
Work is well begun totally vaniſh. 


Our Piduure, however, of the preſent State of the 
Country being juſt and faithful, with reſpect to the re- 
ſemblance, however deficient in the colouring, we truſt it 
will be as laſting as the natvre of it will permit. As new 
ſcenes, new circumſtances ariſe, it may be retouched and 
varicd, according to the inclinations or abilities of the ſuc- 
ceeding Painters, the Contour, or Outline, being till 
preferved.
